Tax-free Gas for 
Reserve Residents 


Residents of Canadian Indian 
reserves are to be exempt from 
provincial tax on gas bought on 
reserves, the Ontario revenue 
ministry announced recently. 

The Mohawks on the nearby 
Tyendinaga reserve are now being 
urged to pick up and complete 
the necessary application forms 
as quickly as possible, so that 
the forms can be returned to the 
government and the needed cards 
issued as quickly as possible. 

The application forms are 
available at the band office, 
and completed forms must be 


returned there. The reserve 


council will return the completed 
forms to the ministry, which will 
then issue the residents of the 
reserve with identity cards, to 
be used when they purchase gas. 

Indians purchasing gas on 
the reserve will be able to save 
the provincial tax of 19 cents 
per gallon. 

Tyendinaga has one gas 
station in operation already, 


with a second on the way. In 


| this respect the Mohawks are in 


advance of many Canadian 
reserves, which do not, as yet, 
have gas stations in operation 
on reserve land.

Life for the Deseronto 


| Police force has been growing 
| more and more hectic over the 


post four years. 
Statistics compiled by 
Police Chief Corl Beattie show 


| that the town's force has been 


busier than ever this year. 

Very few offences have 
happened less frequently in 
town during the four year 
period. The only categories 
that show a decrease are theft 
of property valued at more than 
$200, shopbreaking and by-law 
infringements. 

Petty theft has increased 
three fold since 1971, and 
traffic violations ore also higher 
in number. Twice as many 
criminal charges were laid in 
1974 as in 1971, and the same 
increase was shown by offences 

under the Liquor Control Act. 

There has been little change 
in the number of times the police 
force has been called to in- 
vestigate traffic accidents and 
housebreaking. 

The work involved may be 
seen in the number of hours of 
overtime that the three man 
force has put in during 1974. 
Their accumulated overtime 
hours for the year total 2,805, 
or almost 35] eight hour working 
days!

We never did make money on 
the Scanner, at best the poper 
broke even.

Our commercial printing 
operation has grown steadily 
over the past few years. We 
are having to work overtime to 
meet our deadlines, and it is 
economic nonsense to waste 
a considerable period of time 
each week to produce a news- 
Paper that costs us money, when 
the time could be spent in pro- 
ducing commercial printing 


which makes us money. 

We would like to stress 
to all our readers that the news- 
Poper represents a very small 
Portion of our business, and that 
our commercial printing shop 
will be operating at full speed 
even though the Scanner does 
not come out of it! 

If the more optimistic 
economic forecasts are accurate, 
the financial climate of Canada 
should show a marked improve- 
ment this year. When it does, 
and we can once again break 
even with the Scanner, the 
Paper will reappear on the 
News-stands.

Winter gives gardeners the 
opportunity to plan next year's 
flower beds from the seed cat- 
alogue's newest varieties. 

Daydreaming about next 
year's garden is not time wasted, 
now, and certainly before the 
growing season is the best time 
to choose new trees, shrubs and 
vegetables and flower seeds. 

Many popular annual flowers 
are best purchased from garden 
centres in mid or late May.
